GENERAL BRAYMAN DEAD, 


Ex-Governor of Idaho and the Olo 


est Mason. 


KANSAS CITY, February 27.—Genera 


Mason Jtrayman, aged 81 years, ox 
governor of Idaho and tho oldest Mai 
in the United Status and former anaooi 
ate in legal practice with Abraham Lin 
coin, died here today at thu home of bis 
son-in-law, Theodore Gowdy, of Bright: 
disease. The funeral services will hi 
held tomorrow and tho body taken t< 
Kipon, Wis., to be interred by the aide 
of tho deceased's wife. 


General Brayman was born 1813 in 


Buffalo, N.Y. In I83G he wan admitted 
to the bar. He then went to Louisville, 
where he edited a paper and practiced 
law. He alternated between the two 
professions. 
lu 1842 he removed to Springfield, 


111., and began the practice of law. 
While in Springfield he wag a neighbor 
of Lincoln and was associated with him 
in many a case. The intimacy bezun 
then continued until Lincoln's death. 
In 1861 General Brayman enlisted as 
major of the Twenty-ninth Illinois In- 
fantry, commanding forces tinder Gen- 
eral Frank. He served with honor ami
